S.R.O. 20(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, 
in partial supersession of the Ordnance Factories Organisation (Group ‘A’, ‘B’, and ‘C’ posts of School

7. Savings.—Nothing in these Rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other conces¬ 
sions required to be provided for the Schedule Castes, Schedule Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the order issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
this regard.

The number of posts indicated in Col. 2 in above Schedule are all subject to variation de¬ 
pendent on work load. 

The age limits under col. 7 are rclaxable for government servants. 

Wherever the words “adjustment of surplus” occur in col. 11 of this Schedule it shall mean 
appointment in public interest by the Management , of persons already holding posts in the 
same or identical or nearly equivalent scale of pay in any school in the Ordnance Factories 
Organisation whom it is necessary to adjust in the posts in the exigencies of service conse¬ 
quent on the persons or lhe posts held by them being found surplus by the management. 

Wherever the word “transfer” occurs in col. 11 of this Schedule it shall include transfer in 
public interest by the Management, of persons, (already holding posts in the same or identi¬ 
cal or nearly equivalent scale of pay) to posts in schools in the Ordnance Factories Orga¬ 
nisation and also transfer at the request of the person concerned where agreed to by the 
Management. The transfer in Public interest will also include filling of posts by transfer of 
persons holding posts from which there is no promotion to any other post or grade; 
whether or not such posts are declared equivalent posts and such appointments by transfer 
may be made prior to tilling of posts by promotion from other grades or by direct recruit¬ 
ment. 

The term “deputation" shall mean deputation for specified period in accordance with orders 
of the Government in force from time to time and in the exigencies of service, the Ord¬ 
nance Factories Board or the General Manager of the Factory may, in the public interest 
take suitable persons from outside the Ordnance Factories Organisation on deputation in 
any of the posts specified in the aforesaid schedule. 

The words “equivalent post” and its variants in these rules will mean any post in the same 
or identical scale of pay as another post in the same or another name or designation and 
which posts the Ordnance Factories Board or General Manager of the factory may declare 
as equivalent posts and they will be considered to be interchangeable or Stroke(/) appoint¬ 
ments. 

In relation to the prescribed qualifications under column 7 of this Schedule the question 
whether a qualification is equivalent to the prescribed qualification for any post shall be 
decided by the Ordnance Factories Board. 

For the purpose of these rules, the Ordnance Factories board may authorise any Member 
of the Board or Additional Director General Ord ranee Factories to exercise any or all of 
its powers on its behalf and it shall be deemed to have been exercised by the said Board. 

In these rules the term “General Manager of the factory" and its variations shall include 
the Senior General Manager, Additional General Manager and Director of Staff College 
and heads of other establishments declared by Ordnance Factories Board to be equivalent 
to General Manager of Factories. 

Wherever any age limit is laid down in col. 7 of this Schedule the crucial date for determining 
the age limit shall be the closing date for receipt of applications from candidates in India 
(other than from Andaman and Nicobar Islands and Lakshadweep). In respect of posts, 
the appointment to which are made through the Employment Exchange, the crucial date 
for determining the age limit, in each case will be the last date upto which the Employment 
Exchange are asked to submit the names. 

Wherever any condition of a minimum service is laid down in col, 12 of this Schedule and 
a junior employee is considered for selection by virtue of his satisfying the said minimum 
service condition, all persons senior to him who have completed probation period shall 
also become eligible for consideration for selection, not withstanding that they may not satisfy 
the minimum service condition.

Note 12 : Within the total number of posts in the same scale of pay, addition to and reduction of post 
under different designations and names on any scale of pay may be mad:: by Ordnance Facto¬ 
ries Board from time to time on tbe basis of changes in work load and functional require¬ 
ments. 

Note 13 : For administrative convenience the Ordnance Factories Board categorises the schools as 
falling under certain Geographical regions. The incumbent in group ‘C’ posts in this 
Schedule arc normally liable for service in any school in the same region in the Ordnance 
Factories Organisation. But this will be without prejudice to the right of the management, 
in the public interest, to transfer them to equivalent posts in any other school in the 
Ordnance Factories Organisation. 
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
